It was evident last Thursday eve- 
ning that the place to be in Coffee 
County was at the Farm Center. 

More than 1,000 Coffee Coun- 
lians gathered together to enjoy a 
meal, recognize award winners, and 
enjoy some good old fashion enter- 
tainment, 

The serving of more than 650 
meals began the night’s festivities in 
order to insure that the guests would 
enjoy the remainder of the event on 
a full stomach, 

The meal consisted of barbeque 


‘ chicken, green beans, baked potato 


and rolls. It was topped of with a de- 
licious piece of “Chocolate Sin 
Cake.” 

Perhaps the most time consuming 
item on the program, and rightfully 
so, was the Farm-City Awards for 
1994, 

The two most prestigious awards, 
Farm of Distinction and Outstanding 
Businessman, were the first present- 
ed. 

This year’s Farm of Distinction 
Award went to the Parker family,

Larry, Walkanita, and Larry, Jr., of 
Kinston. 

The Parker Farm is located in the 
Basin Community on land home- 
steaded by Mrs. Parker’s grandfather 
in 1891, 

Diversification in row crops and 
livestock production is the Parker's 
secret to success. Their major crops 
consist of 200 acres of cotton and 
240 acres of peanuts. However, it is 
their 500-head purebred Charolais 
herd which is the most impressive. 
To maintain these cattle they have 
450 acres of pasture and 45 acres of 
hay. 

Horace Smith was named County 
Businessman of the Year by the 
Farm-City Week committee. 

Smith is a pioneer in the area’s 
timber business. He and his brother 
started Smith Brothers Lumber Com- 
pany in 1950. The name of the busi- 
ness was later changed to Smith 
Lumber Company. 

-Active in community affairs, 
Smith’s greatest contribution to Cof- 
fee County came in his untiring ef- 
forts in the field of economic and in- 
dustrial development. 

In 1962, he was a founder of the 
Enterprise Industrial Development 
Company. This company, which was 
formed by private contributions of 
area residents - some as little as $6 


per month, was instrumental in se- 
curing properties which became sites 
for Coffee County industries. 

As chairman of the Enterprise In- 
dustrial Development Board for 
three decades, Smith has led efforts 
to acquire properties including those 
now known as the South Industrial 
Park, the North Industrial Park, and 
the Yancey Parker Industrial Park. 

He likewise led the efforts to lo- 
cate industries on these sites. The 
success of these initiatives is attested 
to by thousands of jobs provided by 
businesses in these locations. 

Yancey Parker was presented 
with a Lifetime Service Award 
plaque. 

It was Parker, along with Martin 
Moates, who first started the Farm- 
City Week type celebration back in 
1978. They recognized the need for 
interaction between farmers and 
business men. 

The event has grown into an an- 
nual event which lasts for weeks and 
involves hundreds and hundreds of 
individuals from the farm and busi- 
ness communities.

Elba BOE votes to borrow $40,000.00

The Elba City School Board vot- 


ed in their November meeting to sell 
some unused property and the bor- 
row $40,000. 

The board voted to sell several 
acres of land on the 203 Bypass to 
harold Wayne Lawford for $20,000. 
The property had been advertised 
and bids solicited earlier this year, 
but all were rejected as being too 
low. This higher offer was in line 
with what board members felt the 
undeveloped property was worth. 

This parcel of land had been do- 
nated to the school by Dr. and Mrs. 
Jim Boyce. 

Money from the sale of the prop- 
erty will be used for several capital 
projects: to build a concession stand 
- press box for boys baseball and 
girls softball fields. 

A recommendation from Super- 
intendent Charles Pearce for school 
system to borrow $40,000 was 
unanimously approved. The short 
term, 6 month loan was at 6% inter- 


est from The Peoples Bank is to al- 


leviate cash flow problems, 

The $15,093 matching cost of the 
erosion control grant; and an in- 
surance premium of $27,684 
prompted the action, The school 
saved $4,500 on the insurance by 


making the one time annual payment 
on the errors and omissions policy, 
rather than quarterly payments 
throughout the year. 

Pearce reported to the board that 
the audit of the federal grants re- 
ceived from the 1990 flood is com- 
plete and the school owes no funds 
back to the government. 


Copies of a “No Fight” policy 
were presented to board members. 
They will be asked to approve the 
police at the December meeting. 

School board members are Eddie 
Kelley, Chairman; Daniel Stephens, 
Vice Chairman; Bob Roberson, Myr- 
na Cowen and Reverend Aubrey 
Williams. 


State troopers predict 18 deaths 


Alabama State Troopers urge mo- 
torists to drive defensively and use 
safety belts and child restraints dur- 
ing the Thanksgiving holiday period. 

Holiday travelers are also encour- 
aged to observe posted speed limits 
and all other traffic laws and to ab- 
stain from drinking and driving. 

Public Safety estimates that 18 
people will die in traffic crashes dur- 
ing the 102-hour period which start- 
ed at 6:00 p.m., Wednesday, Nov. 
23, and continues through midnight, 
Sunday, Nov. 27. 

Last year, 19 people died as a re- 
sult of traffic mishaps during the 
Thanksgiving holiday period. At 
least 5 of the deaths were alcohol re- 
lated; 4 of the crash victims were us- 
ing safety belts. 


Additional state troopers will be 
patroling the state’s roadways to en- 
force traffic laws, assist motorists 
and serve as visible reminders to 
drive safely. Federal overtime grants 
aimed at speed and safety belt en- 
forcement will allow the additional 
troopers to be on duty. 

During the holiday period, troop- 
ers, sheriff and police departments 
will conduct sobriety checkpoints in 
conjunction with Checkpoint Ala- 
bama, a year-long sobriety check- 
point program that began in October. 

Troopers will increase patrols on 
heavily traveled roadways as part of

Judge McAliley: increases Edge’s bond

After a hearing Wednesday morn- 
ing, November 16, the court in- 
creased the bond of an Elba man fac- 
ing murder and drug possession 
charges. 

Timothy Ferrell Edge, 37, of 
Route 1, Elba has been free on bonds 
totaling $95,000 since September 8. 

On June 21, Edge was taken into 
custody and charged with murder in 
the shooting death of Billy Clifton 
Whithead, 32, of Elba. He was also 
charged with possession of marijua- 
na in the first degree at the time of 
his arrest for murder. 

At the time of his arrest, Edge’s 
bond was set at $100,000 for the 


murder charge and $10,000 for the 
possession of marijuana charge. 

His defense attorney petitioned 
the court to lower his bonds on Sep- 
tember 2 stating that they were too 
high. 

Without objection from the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, District Judge 
Tom Head signed an order reducing 
the murder charge bond to $85,000 
and leaving the bond on the posses- 
sion charge at $10,000.00. 

While free on bond, Edge was 
again arrested by Elba police on Oc- 
tober 29 and charged with unlawful 
possession of marijuana. He was 
freed from jail on that charge after 
signing another $10,000.00 bond. 

Meanwhile, on October 24th, a 
Coffee County - Elba Division 


Grand Jury returned a true bill on the 
murder charge and original posses- 
sion of marijuana charge. 

_ After Wednesday’s bond revoca- 
tion hearing for Edge, Judge Gary L. 
McAliley raised the bond on the 
murder charge back up to the origi- 
nal $100,000.00. 

He ruled that the bonds on the 
two charges for possession of mari- 
juana remain at $10,000.00 each. 

Judge McAliley further stated in 
his court order that Edge is to, at all 
times, remain on the residential 
property of his mother except when 
he is at work from 6:15 a.m. through 
4:15 p.m. each day.

The 1994 midterm election was 
genuinely an historic victory, giving 
Republicans an opportunity and an 
obligation to implement the verdict 
rendered by the voters.

stone laid, pool erected.

October 10, 1982, Rev. ALR. 
Williams was elected pastor. Ac-

nition to the celebrated ending of World 
War I hostilities at 11:00 a.m., Novem- 
ber 11, 1918 (the 11th hour of the 11th 
day of the 11th month). The day became 
known as “Armistice Day”. 

Armistice Day officially received its 
name in America in 1926 through a Con 
gressional resolution. It became a nation- 
al holiday 12 years later by similar Con- 
gressional action. 

If the idealistic hope had been real- 
ized that World War I was “the war to 
end all wars,” November 11 might still 
be called Armistice Day. But shortly af- 
ter the holiday was proclaimed, World 
War II broke out in Europe and shattered 
the dream. Sixteen and one half million 
Americans took part. Four hundred and 
six thousand died. The families and 


friends of these dead longed for a way to 


honor their memory.

Elba's 
backs ran the football 36 times for 331 yards, an average of over nine yards 
per carry, and the passing game clicked on four of five passes for 39 yards, 
[t was simply an outstanding night for the entire offense and a night that 
makes Tiger fans get mighty excited, Chris r'yson missed practice during 
the week due to an injury and didn’t start Friday night, but once he made an 
entrance he was at his best as he gained 169 yards on 12 carries and scored 
4 touchdowns. Detrick Kyles saw action at both tailback and fullback, and 
had his usual solid game as he gained 110 yards on 14 carries. While the 
running game was going full-speed, the passing attack was also sharp as 
Che Vaughan had a good night and Chris Hudson and Griffin Shirley both 
made acrobatic catches. It was a night the offense showed off! 

The defense stuffed Ted Doody, the UMS-Wright tailback that had 
gained almost 2,000 yards, but had nothing but problems with quarterback 
Peyton Harvill, who gained 94 yards rushing and passed for 159 yards.

Coach Wood has been at Elba for 18 years and hopefully will remain for 
another eighteen; however, whatever happens in the future, he will always 
be one of the brightest stars in the history of Elba Tiger football!

Elba Tigers will face ‘big’ challenge in 
3rd action Friday against South Lamar 


When the Elba Tigers claimed 
State championships in 1989 and 
1992, the road to the state titles went 
through Lamar County and over pre- 
viously unbeaten teams from Lamar 
County High School. 

Friday night the Elba Tigers take 
their hopes for a third state title back 
to Lamar County, and again will 
face an unbeaten team, but this time 
the opponent will be the top-ranked 
South Lamar Stallions, of Millport. 

The Tigers, which lost their first 
five games of the ‘94 season, im- 
proved their record to 5-6 last week 
in the second round of the 3A 
playoffs with a 40-24 win over 
UMS-Wright, while South Lamar 
upped its record to 12-0 with a 24-6 
win over B.B. Comer. 

“South Lamar is a big, strong, tal- 
ented team,” said Elba’s Coach 
Mack Wood, “and it will be a real 
challenge for our players to play 
such a good team so far from home. 
I have always said that to win a state 
tile you must win a game a long 
way from home and overcome the 
odds, and that challenge is certainly 
what faces us this week.” 

South Lamar was picked as one 
of the state’s top 3A teams prior to 
the season and has done nothing to 
diminish its pre-season billing in 
rolling to a 12-0 record. 

The Stallions have posted wins 
over Gordo 12-0, Fayetie County 15- 
13, Aliceville 14-13, McAdory 33- 
12, Pickens County 29-16, Sulligent 
34-20, Lamar County 42-14, New 
Hope 21-14, Hamilton 31-16, Car- 
rollton 38-14, Eutaw 42-24 and B.B. 
Comer 24-6, 

The Stallions averaged 25,9 
points per game during the regular 
season and have scored at a clip of 
33 points per game during the 
playoffs, while they allowed 13.2 
points per game during the season 
and have given up 15 points per 
game in post-season action. 

The high-powered South Lamar 
offense has been sparked this season 
by 1993 All-State tailback Steve 
Hayden (5-9, 205), who during the 
regular season rushed for 2,017 
yards on 285 carries and scored 18 
touchdowns, 

Quarterback Allen Foster (6-2, 
178) was also a big weapon for the 
Stallions as he hit on 47 of 90 passes 
for 737 yards and 12 touchdowns, 
with his favorite receiver being 
Chris Grimm (6-4, 179), who caught 
26 passes for 514 yards and 9 TD's, 

While Hayden and Foster have re- 
ceived most of the publicity, the key 
to the Stallions’ success has been the 
blocking of the huge South Lamar 
line and its fullback, 

All-State tackle Shauncey Carter 
(6-7, 325) anchors the Stallions front 
wall, while also helping the offense 
put points on the scoreboard are 
ught-end Chris Suawbridge (6-2, 
242), guards Kevin Roland (6-3, 
240) and Andy Leonard (5-9, 174), 
center Jay Mordecai (6-2, 220) and 
tackle Willie House (6-1, 264), 

Fullback Tim Grant (6-0, 260) 
has the power to gain big yardage 
between the tackles and is also con- 
sidered a devastating blocker, giving 
the Stallions one of the state’s 
biggest and most physical offensive 
unils, 

The South Lamar defense did sur- 
render some points and over 170 
yards per game in offense during the 
regular season, but it too is loaded 
with talented athletes, 

Allan Goodwin (5-11, 208) led 


the team in tackles during the regular 
season with 58 solo tackles and 26 
assists, while Patrick Sudduth (5-10, 
205) added 48 solo tackles and had 
14 quarterback sacks. 

With 18 starters returning from 
last season’s 9-3 team, the 1994 sea- 
son was billed as “The year of the 
Stallions,” and through 12 games it 
has been nothing less. 

“It is always a challenge to play 
well after a long trip,” added Coach 
Wood, “and how well we handle the 
four-hour trip and the three-day hol- 
iday from school will play a major 
role in what kind of chance we have 
Friday night. The players have seen 
in the opening two weeks of the 
playoffs that we can compete well 
against teams in our own Class, and 
if we play well we will have a 
chance against anybody we play.” 

“For us to have a chance at win- 
ning Friday night we will have to be 
physical up front on both sides of the 
football and play our best game of 
the season,” said Wood. “On offense 
we'll have to establish the run like 
we did last week against UMS- 
Wright and we will have to block ex- 
tremely well. The running game 


Opens up the passing game, and we 
will have to throw the ball well if we 
are going to be successful. Over on 
defense we'll have to really be phys- 
ical in the line and not let their big 
linemen dominate the line of scrim- 
mage. We'll have to-buckle our chin- 
Straps a little tighter and play hard 
on every single play. While the main 
priority is slowing down their run- 
ning game, we must also be alert and 
not give up any big plays through 
the air. They have a good quar- 
terback and two big receivers, and 
we can’t get caught flat-footed: like 
we did last week.” 

“South Lamar has a very talented 
football team and will be excited 
about playing at home,” added 
Wood. “I’m sure they remember that 
we whipped Lamar County twice on 
the way to our state championships 
and will be ready. They won’t be 
over-confident and won’t pay any at- 
tention to our record. South Lamar 
will be ready to play and we will 
also have to be ready to play if we 
want the season to keep going.” 

When asked about last week’s big 
40-24 win over UMS-Wright, Coach 
Wood’s 150th win at Elba in 19 


years of coaching the Tigers, the vet- 
eran coach stated “Some times you 
get in games like that where both 
tcams move the ball up and down 
the field and Friday night was just 
one of those nights. Our offensive 
line had a big night against a very 
dig and physical opponent, and Chris 
Tyson and Detrick Kyles both ran 
hard. We were able to gain yardage 
in our base offense and that was be- 
cause of the blocking of the line and 
the way the backs ran. The defense 
played hard against the run, but 
didn’t get a lot of pressure on the 
quarterback and gave up some big 
plays on the ground and in the air. 
There was no excuse for the long 
touchdown passes; however, those 
were mistakes we can correct and all 
in all it was a good win." 

When asked about the 150th win 
at Elba, Coach Wood stated “The 
wins are due to the hard work of the 
players that put on the uniforms, the 
coaches, and the supporters of our 
program. Winning is the result of 
hard work and dedication, and that 
has been something we have been 
blessed with here over the years.”
